Cities increasing 


mosquito spraying

Belle Glade'and Pahokee offi- 
cials have stepped'up mosquito 
spraying in the wake of a 
threat from the St. Louis 
Encephalitis virus. 

Belle Glade's Administrator 
of Facilities Micky McGahee 
said the city has been getting a 
lot of calls from concerned resi- 
dents. He wants to assure citi- 
zens that the city has been on 
top of the situation'for several 


weeks and. will continue 
increased spraying. 
"On Tuesday and Friday 


night there is aerial spraying 
and the city is doing ground 
based spraying with a truck'on 


every night except Tuesday and 
Friday," he said. “We've tried to 
increase the area around the 
city to put up a buffer zone," he 
adds 

Pahokee City Manager Ken 
Schenck said residents in 


Pahokee, Canal Point and the 
unincorporated areas can also 
be assured they are taking the 
threat of encephalitis seriously. 

“We're spraying three to four 
nights a week,” he said. A med- 
ical alert for St. Louis 
Encephalitis was issued last 
week by Florida Department of 
Health Secretary James T. 
Howell. 

Howell said, “So far this year, 
we've had four cases in people 
and . increased 
virus levels in sentinel chick- 
ens. Through this alert, we're 
encouraging people throughout 
the 27-county area to take 
basje precautions to help limit 
their exposure to mosquitoes 
and prevent encephalitis.” 

Belle Glade has a wide area 
to cover in. their mosquito 
Spraying, McGahee, 
including the area from Rardin 
Park to Crooked Hook and 
Brown's. Farm to Tailsman 
Sugar. 

The county owns the truck 
used by the City of Belle Glade 
and allows use by the city as 
long as they include spraying of 
outlying areas. Residents pay 
$2 a month on their water and 
sewer bill which is used to pay 
for the chemicals and a con- 
tract with Howe Enterprises 


encephalitis , 


spray as much as is needed. 
McGahee said the city uses a 
spray called Diabron, which is 
environmentally safe and the 
only chemical approved by the 

Environmental Protection 

Agency for mosquito spraying. 

It is not harmful to humans or 

animals but does kill adult 

mosquitoes. The city is spray- 
«ing 30-40 minutes after the sun 
goes down, which is when this 
mosquito, Culex nigrapalpus, 
is most active. 

Sentinel chickens at a Canal 
Point site began testing posi- 
tive for the virus over four 
weeks ago. Two sites in Belle 
Glade have also had chickens 
test positive. 

A 68-year-old Hillsborough 
man ‘has died and four other 
people in other counties have 
contracted the disease. A simi- 
lar outbreak in 1990 caused 84 
people in Palm Beach County 
to become sick and two people 
died. 

The symptoms of the virus 
include fever, headache, stiff 
neck, dizziness, weakn con- 
fusion, swelling of the brain, 
and, in the most severe cases, 
coma and death. The elderly 
are more at risk from the virus 
and the symptoms usually 
occur within 4-2}-days after 
being bitten by a mosquito car- 
rying the disease. The Culex 
nigrapalpus is a small, brown 
mosquito with a soft bite that is 
hard to detect. 

All. organized nighttime 
activities in the Glades have 
been cancelled, including foot- 
ball games and city and county 
parks will be closed before 
dark.

Police are still looking for a 
man who stabbed a 23-year-old 
college intern three times 
before fleeing Gove Elementary 
School last Wednesday after- 
noon. 

Ashley Norohna, who lives at 
Glades Correctional Institu- 
tion's Trailer Park in Belle 
Glade, was treated at Glades 
General Hospital for superfi- 
cial knife wounds after the inci- 
dent.

Depending on which brachial 
plexus nerve has been dam- 
aged, different symptoms. or 
problems may be experienced.

In a recent survey of over 
800 companies with a com- 
bined seven million employees, 
the William Mercer Company, 
the noted personnel corpora- 
tion, found 86 percent. of the 
Surveyed companies agreed 
that they cannot remain com- 
petitive in the 1990s without 
addressing family issues with 
policies such’ ns flex-time and 
parental leave. But there is 
good news for business: being 
family-friendly not only makes

* Begin a daughter/son-at- 
work day. By allowing parents 
to bring their son or daughter ` 
to work for an occasional spe- 
cial day, a closer bond will be 
built between parents and 
their children as youngsters 
learn what their mom and dad’ 
do at the office. 

* Establish a resource 
library ‘for employees. Stock a 


variety of books, videos, and 
pamphlets on both parenting 
and marriage issues for 
employees to borrow and use 
at home. Employees with good 
marriage and family skills will 
be more productive on the job 
and function better in work 
teams. 

* Organize family seminars 
and discussion groups. Bring 
in lunchtime speakers to dis- 
cuss family and parenting 
issues with your employees. 
Establish lunchtime or break- 
time discussion groups to tack- 
le issues that will provide sup- 
port and relieve stress for 
employees. They will return to 
work refreshed and rejuvenat- 
ed. 

* Consider unique parenting 
benefits such as paternity and 
adoption-leave policies. Offer 
both maternity and paternity 
leave. Mothers and families 
would benefit greatly from the 
opportunity to have the hús- 
band at home during the early 


«aempnths after childbirth. Also, 


cónsider leave for employees 
who have new children 
through adoption. The needs 
and benefits for these parents 
are every bit as great. 

Not all of these policies may 
be right for your company. But 
by-implementing some or all 
for thém, émployers will give 
their employees the opportuni- 
ty.to choose the schedules that 
will enable them to handle 
work-family conflicts with 
greater ease‘and participate in 
programs, that will strengthen 
their home. And, business 
executives take note - when it 
comes to your employees, a 
rich home life can enrich your 
company and your bottom line.

New air rules will hurt 
Florida and the nation

Do the nation’s current clean air standards 

need to be made more stringent? President 

, Clinton and the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) say yes, but hundreds of national, 
state and local officials from both political par- 
ties say more evidence is needed before stan- 
dards are tightened. 

To date, some 250 members of Congress and 
27 governors - including members of Florida's 
delegation and Governor Lawton Chiles - more 
than a*thousand mayors and other state, county 
and other | officials haye urged EPA Admin- 
istrator Browner and President Clinton to delay 
implementation o&the new regulations» They 
argue that more research must be conducted - 
not just on the scientific need for these new reg- 
ulations but on the effect they will have on busi- 
nesses and the económy. 

So far the administration has only indicated it. 
may consider a phased implementation period, 
Understand that these government and busi- 
ness leaders ar& not saying, "We do not want 
clean air and we do not support tough regula- 
tions regarding air quality." These leaders are 
calling for a fair hearing and a full debate on 
the need for these very stringent new stan- 
dards. 

The EPA'S proposal would lower the standard 
for smog-causing ozone and allow the agency to 
regulate microscopic particles, or soot, that are 
28 tiges smaller than the width of a'single 
huma hair ` 


These new standardi-eould be the most 
expensive ever adopted - some studies estimate 
the price tag for the implementation of these 
new regulations cotild climb as high as.$150 bil- 
lion each year. f s 

The EPA's proposed standards would stifle the 
growth of businesses and the creation of new 


date for local. governments, while prodücing 
questionable health benefits. 

The fact is, over the past 10 years local gov- 
ernments, business owners and industries have 
spent millions of dollars to meet the EPA's cur- 
rent clean air guidelines by installing the latest 
air pollution control equipment. : 

EPA's own data ‘shows that the current regu- 
lations are working. The agency's air quality 
standards report shows that for the past 10 
years nationwide air quality has been improv- 
ing --with emission levels for-ozone and particu-

Despite these statistics, the EPA now says 
new, tougher restrictions on outsidé air are nec- 
essary to protect human health. Yet the EPA's

own Clean Air Act Science Committee did no 
find scientific support for these stricter regula- 
tions. In addition, the EPA has twice revised 
downward its estimate of the number of lives 
that would be saved by the new rule. 

Iri 1995, Florida was classified as "in attain- 

ment" for these regulations. If the proposed 
standards were adopted, hundreds of counties 
across the country, including at least two in 
Florida; would again be out of compliance with 
the Clean Air Act. 
* This “non-attainment” status creates à regu- 
latory nightmare that forces states to impose 
costly controls on factories, farmers, utilities, 
and many restaurants, bakeries, and dry clean- 
ers, requiring them to install additional equip- 
ment to eliminate very small amounts of emis- 
sions, 

In addition, highway construction projects 
could be postponed or made more costly, and@ 
federal highway dollars and regional economic 
development could be held back. And most 
importantly, the jobs and lifestyles of Floridians 
would be impacted, forcing everything from lost 
jobs to higher food prices and utility bills. 

Florida's business community knows that a 
clean and healthy environment is critical to 
building a strong economy. We have worked 
together with the state and local governments 
spending millions of dollars to comply with eur. D 
rent clean air guidelines. 

But the EPA's rush to impose these new regu- 
lations without adequate discussion or study 
will'wipe out the progress we've made in build- . 
ing a stronger economic environment in this 
state and will ultimately become a huge, expen- 
sive mistake that working families of Florida .

Mother grateful for

One grateful mom in Belle Glade wants oth- 
ers to know how wonderful the Amara Shriners 
are. 

Nikki Tibbs’ daughter, De'Aja, was accidental- 
ly burned Aug. 8 of this year when she pulled a 
hot iron down from the ironing board. 

Mrs. Tibbs said she didn't realize her mother 
(De'Aja's grandmother) had left the iron on 
when she set the 10-month old toddler down in 
a bedroom before returning to the kitchen to 
cook. 

"I heard a thump and then the baby started 
crying,” she said. “I thought at first she might 
have pulled the iron down and it had hit her in 
the foot or something.” 

The iron burned the baby's face and hand. “I 
don't know who was crying more, me or her," 
she said. 

Mrs. Tibbs, who works at Glades General 
Hospital, knew what to do when she realized 
the baby was burned, She ran to the freezer and 
placed frozen vegetables on the burns until she 
could get her to the emergency room. 

“When we got there, I was almost’ hysterical, 
crying and asking for help,” said Tibbs. De'Aja 
had stopped crying by then and nurses rushed 
to administer assistance. 

Mrs. Tibbs continued to take De'Aja to the 
doctor every day for two days after the incident, 
but on the second day, the baby started running 
&'high temperature from infection.

She was taken to Everglades Regional, Medi- 
cal Center where the staff recommended the 
help of the Amara Shriners, who help burn vic- - 
tims across the country at no cost. 

Mrs. Tibbs said the Shriners contacted her 
and handled all the arrangements for her and 
De'Aja to be flown tó Cincinnati, Ohio to the 
Shriner's Hospital. 

“They didn't ask any questions, like ‘how 
much money do. you make or did I. have insur- 
ance" she said. Ms. Tibbs and De'Aja stayed for. 
two days while they treated the baby's burns. 

Parents are usually invited to stay at Ronald 
McDonald House at no cost, but Mrs. Tibbs said 
it was full. Instead, they brought an extra bed 
into the baby's room and allowed her to stay 
with her. They gave her a tour of the hospital 
and money for meals, even though she told 
them she had money to eat on, 

“They were so good to us and so concerned. 
They treated my daughter as if she were their 
daughter,” she said. 

Mother and daughter will be flying back to 
Cincinnati this month. De’Aja may need skin 
grafts on her cheek. 

One of the added benefits, according to Mrs. 
Tibbs, is the change in De'Aja. “She was very 
shy around people. But they were so good to her 
and she is a lot more outgoing and friendly to 
people now.” 

“I just want to thank the Shriners so much for 
what they have done and I wanted others to 
know how wonderful they are,” said Mrs. Tibbs.

Martin Uman may have dis- 
covered the world's longest ful- 
gurite. A fulgurite, which looks 

* Nike a glass tree root, is a prod- 
uct of lightning. It is created 
when lightning travels through 
the ground melting the soil 
along its path. 

Its no surprise that it was 
Martin Uman who found the 
17-foot long fulgurite. After all, 
Uman probably knows more 
About lightning and its associ- 


ated by-products than any- 


other person in the world. 
Since ancient times, man has 
been both awed and fascinated 
with lightning's splendor and 
power. The early Greeks, for 
example, associated the light- 
ning bolt.with their most pow- 
erful god, Zeus. 
. _ "Today, the superstitions sur- 
* rounding lightning have long 
been eliminated... Still, our 
undérstanding of these electri- 
cal phenomena is not complete. 
Just in recent years, for exam- 
* ple, a new form of lightning 
was discovered by scientists. 
In addition, lightning 
remains our biggest weather 
4 langer. Each year, more people 
“are injured and killed by light- 
ning'than any other type of 
weather. - 
For the past 35 years, Martin 
Uman has been «trying to 
increase our awareness: of 


lightriing. His work began at, 


the Westinghouse Research 
Labs. in Pittsburgh shortly 
(after àn airplane:crashed. due 
lightning. 

"The FAA was providing lots 
of money to study lightning," 
Uman. said. "Westinghouse 


The lightning expert strikes again 


basically turned me loose to do 
lightning research. I did almost. 
nothing else for the next seven 
years, including writing two 
books on the subject." 

That plane crash turned out. 
to be the first in a series of sig- 
nificant accidents that fueled 
lightning résearch. The best 
known of these incidents was 
Apollo 12, which was struck 
twice by lightning on ascent. 

NASA assembled a team to 


work on rocket-induced light- 
ning and lightning detection. 
Uman found himself spending 
his summers at the' Kennedy 
Space Center, home to the 
space program and more light- 
ning than he had ever wit- 
nessed before. 

"One sümmer when I was 
down here, the thoughfof going 
back to Pittsburgh for the win- 
ter was gdious," Uman said. “I 
called people: at. different 
schools and came.to the 
University of Florida in 1971." 

Today, Uman is the head of 
the International. Center for 
Lightning Testing and 
Research. located at Cape 
Blanding in'northérh Florida. 
The center combines the efforts 


of the University of Florida, the 
Electric Power Research 
Institute and the Florida 
National Guard to study light- 
ning. 


“Half the work we do at Cape 


Blanding is basic research and 
half is testing for agencies and 
industries," Uman said. Other. 
research includes lightning 
physics, lightning protection 
and the effect of lightning on 
extended systems such as over- 
head power lines and buried 
power cables. 

Uman is probably best 
known for the creation of the 
National Lightning Detection 
Network. The network pro- 
vides a computerized display of 
lightning strikes as they hap- 
pen. “Now, anyone can turn on 
a home computer and see 
where lightning is striking 
around the country" Uman 
said. 


The FAA uses the network to* 


decide where to safely send air- 
planes. The National Weather 
Service, electrical utilities and 
even NASA employ the net- 
work to monitor thunder- 
storms. 

Still, Uman is not one to rest 
on his accomplishments. 
Uman's team is currently 
investigating what effect light- 
ning has on airport runway 
lights. And then there are the 
fulgurites. 

The 17-foot long fulgurite he 
recently discovered might be a 
world record. If it is confirmed 
by/the Guinness Book of World 
Records, it would be the latest 
accomplishment for the world's 
premier expert on lightning.

Florida Ranch Tours 


Such is the way of the wild out- 
doors where things often seem 
larger and more dangerous than 
they really are; 

The bus continues it’s trek 
‘across vast grassland vistas dot- 
“ted with sable palm and oak. 
Herds of white-tail deer rest and 
browse: in the cooling shade of- 
sprawling oaks and a spotted 
fawn. Startled by our unexpect- 
ed presence, bolts from his hid- 
ing place next to the trail and 
bourids away in search of mom. 

It’s a side of Florida rarely 
seen, by most and one that begs 
comparison. to the lush spring 
meadows of Yellowstone or the 
Seregetti Plain in Africa. Now, 
thanks to Adams Ranch in west- 
ern St. Lucie County, Floridians 
and tourists alike can view first- 
hand native Florida wildlife in a 
natural setting and witness a 
working cattle ranch 1990's 
style. 

The 20,000 acre Adams Ranch 
was founded in 1987 by Alto 
Adams Sr. Mr. Adams a’practic- 
ing criminal attorney, was 
appointed to the Florida 
Supreme Court in 1939 and later 
served as chief justice in the 
1940's. Renowned international- 
ly for its innovative land man- 
agement practices, Adams 
Ranch is currently under the 
direction of Alto "Bud" Adams, 
Jr., son of the former chief jus- 
tice. In 1994, the younger Adams 
became the first recipient of the 
Florida Agricultural 
Commissioners Environmental 
Leadership Award for his dedi- 
cation to the protection of 
wildlife, 

The ranch is famous as well 
for its role in the introduction of 
the Braford breed of cattle in 
America. A cross between 
Brahman (known for their hardi- 
ness and heat tolerance) and 

` Hereford (high yield & beef qual- 
‘ity), they were bred specifically 
to fit the climate, the insects, the 
land and the feed that is pro- 


duced on it. You might say they 
were bred for-ultimate functional 
efficiency. It was Crossed-Seven 
Brand bulls (the Adams brand) 
that were first to sire uniform 
Braford calves. Today the 
Braford breed is widely recog- 
nized for its importance in the 
world of beef production. 

Natural selection is the man- 
agement method practiced on 
Adams Ranch, meaning prob- 
lems are solved by nature's own 
balance. No grain or protein sup- 
plements are given the cow herd, 
nor is assistance administered 
during calving. It's not unusual 
for a 1,000 Jb. Braford cow to 


“wean a 700 Ib. calf each year. It's 


a program thats proven economi- 
cal through 50 years of cattle 
cycles and recessions. 

Florida Ranch Tours is an off- 
shoot of frequent requests for 
informal tours of the ranch 
through the years, many by 
international visitors. By com- 
mercializing these tours, a third 
generation of Adams are now 
able to become actively involved 
in ranch operations. 

Mark Harrison, nephew of 
Bud Adams, acts as tour-boss 
and is president of Florida 
Ranch Tours. 

"These tours are a relaxing 
alternative to some of the more 
fast-paced tourist stops," said 
Mr. Harrison. *People get to 
sample what old Florida was like 
and view native wildlife and 
plants up close. Our goal is to 
provide a quality experience, but. 
without the flash and pomp of 
larger attractions.” 

The tour begins with a 20 
minute slide presentation and 
informative brief of ranch histo- 
ry, followed by a two hour bus 
tour in a cut-down camouflage 
International. Mr. Harrison 
offers running informative com- 
mentary via a speaker system 
and stops often to let guests fully 
experience the sights, sounds 
arid smells of the wild, including 


a mum of native wild grapes 
growing high in an oak tree. 

Braford cattle often block the 
trail and move reluctantly from 
our path, all the while eyeing us 
curiously as we pass. People ooh 
and.aah at the playful white- 
faced calves just yards away. Mr. 
Harrison uses these occasions to 
explain the how’s and why’s of 
cattle ranching and to point out 
that total ranch management 
means managing for native 
wildlife and plants as well as for 
cattle. 

Pasture grasses like Pangola, 
Bahia and Hermathia are over 
seeded with clover and other 
legumes and not only benefit cat- 
tle, but déer; turkey and other 
native wildlife as well. Drainage 
ditches attract a:variety of wad- 
ing birds, alligators, otters, rac- 
coons, turtles and fish and min- 
nows feed on mosquito larvae 
helping control the pesky 
insects. 

Dozens of Sulfur Butterflies 
dart about the road-side ditch, 
attracted by the purple flower of 
pickerel weed and the dainty 
white duck potato. The yellow- 
breasted Meadowlark, slight of 
stature, boldly serenades his 
song of the prairie for all to hear. 

The trail-boss brings the bus to 
a halt beneath an oak cathedral, 
Spanish moss swaying hypnoti- 
cally in the breeze, and we listen 
to the tranquil hum of wind 
through leaves and the ever- 
drumming katy-dids. The clang- 
ing sounds of a busy city are 
noticeably ábsent. 

As lunchtime approaches the 
bus pulls adjacent to several 
thatched roof Indian chickees. 
"The aroma of barbecue fills the 
air. Trail cook Nat Harrison, 
Mark's brother, gives a demon- 
stration of southern style swamp 
cabbage preparation followed by 
a downhome feast of barbecue, 
beans and swamp cabbage. A 
trio of swallow-tail kites, grace- 
ful as they glide overhead, per-
